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1) Frank Morrison was highly educated and a well known English 
lawyer. He was not a church goer, for he was extremely skeptical 
of anything relating to Christianity. So great was his skepticism 
that he decided to write a book to disprove that Jesus Christ was 
miraculously raised from the dead. He did not know that 
although he set out to write a book with the intention of 
destroying the Christian faith, he would in fact write a different 
kind of book. That book "Who Moved the Stone," turned out to 
be a defence of the resurrection and the Christian faith, and 
resulted in the conversion of Frank Morrison to Christianity. 

2) Romans 5:9-10 Much more then, being now justified by his 
blood, we shall be saved from wrath through him. For if, when 
we were enemies, we were reconciled to God by the death of 
his Son, much more, being reconciled, we shall be saved by his 
life. 

3) Philippians 3:10 That I may know him, and the power of his 
resurrection, and the fellowship of his sufferings, being made 
conformable unto his death;

1) ...spiritual impossibilities, bring them to Jesus, because as 
Andrew Murray said: We have a God who delights in 
impossibilities. You may not know it, but God's already working 
behind the scenes. 

2) ...would have bewildered the most spiritual among us. 


3) ...completely not what she expected to see. It seems her 
situation has gone from bad to worse. Not only was he dead, 
but missing. God is working the greatest of all miracles and she 
thinks it can get any worse. Isaiah 55:8-9 For my thoughts are 
not your thoughts, neither are your ways my ways, saith the 
LORD. For as the heavens are higher than the earth, so are my 
ways higher than your ways, and my thoughts than your 
thoughts. 

4) ...your life with the word of God. Down the road they will realize 
what he said. But right now they can't put together what God is 
doing. 
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1) ...and many times Jesus can seem so distant. Just remember 
distance is not departure. Take heart. You are promised in 
Jeremiah 29:13 that if you seek him with all your heart you will 
find him and that's just what we find in Mary Magdalene's case. 


2) An artist once painted a rather gloomy picture. It showed a wild 
mountain scene. Perched high on the slopes of the mountain 
was a log cabin. It was dusk, the sky was streaked with black and 
grey. It was a most dismal looking scene. When one of the 
artist's friends commented on the bleakness of the painting, the 
artist was not offended. He just took his brush and with yellow 
paint put the light on in the window of the cabin. Instantly the 
scene was changed from one of gloom to one of glory. Our lives 
are punctuated from gloom to glory by those resurrection 
intersection.
